What is the normal and sensible 
thing to do when your neighbor gets 
excited and starts calling you and 
your friends bad names over the back 
fence?

The peace of the community 
is best served by sitting down and 
quietly discussing the problems with- 
out raising one’s voice.

One of these problems—and a very 
vital one to my family and your fam- 
ily and the whole community—is the 
financial problem of making both 
ends meet. 

I want to discuss this problem 
with you tonight fully.

It is not a pretty picture but 
if we know it and face it we have 
nothing to fear. This country is the 
richest and most resourceful in the 
world. It can and will meet suc- 
cessfully every problem which it 
faces, but it can do so only through 
intelligent leadership working unself- 
ishly for the good of all people. .That 
it has not had such leadership in 
its financial affairs will become ob- 
vious from the facts I shall relate 
to you tonight. 


BUSINESS OF EVERYONE 
AT GOVERNMENT MERCY. 


We all know that our own family 
credit depends in Jarge part on the 
stability of the credit of the United 
States. And here at least is one 
field in which all.business, big busi- 
and little business and family busi- 
ness and the individual’s business, 
is at the mercy of our big govern- 
ment down in: Washington. 

Now, it is undoubtedly true that 
the mind of the average individual, 
man and woman, has been unable 
to keep pace in the past 10 or 12 
years with the intricacies of federal 
financing. In the first place, what 
used to be analogous to an old-fash- 
ioned account book that all the fam- 
ily could understand, has become in 
Washington a maze of _ intricate 
double-entry bookeeping which only 
a few highly trained technical ex- 
pert accountants could possibly un- 
derstand. 

What I should like to do is to 
reduce, in so far as possible, the 
problems of our national finances 
to the terms of a family budget. 

Now the credit of the family de- 
pends chiefly on whether that family 
is living within its income. And 
this is so of the nation. If the na- 
tion is living within its income, its 
credit is good. If in some crisis it 
lives beyond its income for a year 
or two it can usually borrow tem- 
porarily on reasonable terms. But 
if, like a spendthrift, it throws dis- 
cretion to the winds, is willing to 
make no sacrifice at all in spending, 
extends its taxing to the limit of the 
people’s power to pay and continues 
to pile up deficits, it is on the road 
to bankruptcy. 


| RECKLESS SPENDING FOUND 


IN ALL 3 GOVERNMENTS. 

For over two years our federal 
government has experienced unpre- 
cedented deficits, in spite of increased 
taxes. We must not forget that 
there are three separate govern- 
mental spending and taxing agencies 
in the United States—national, 
state and local. Because the ap- 
arent national income seemed to 
ave spiraled upward from about 
35 billons a year in 1913 to about 
90 billions in 1928, all three of our 
governmental units became reckless 
and the total spending in all three 
classes rose in the same period from 
about three billions to nearly 13 
billions, or from 8 1-2 per cent of 
income to 14 1-2 per cent of in- 
come. 

But even then we did not greatly 
wage? We thought we were getting 
rich. 

“Come-easy-go-easy” was the rule. 
It was all very merry while it lasted, 
but when the crash came, we were 
shocked to find that while income 
dropped away like snow in the spring, 
governmental expense did not, with 
the result that it is estimated that 
in 1932 our national income will not 
much exceed $45,000,000,000, while 
our total cost of government will 
likely be considerably in excess of 
$15.000,000,000, This simply means 
that one-third—33 1-3 per cent—of 
the ehtire income of our people must 
go for the luxury of being governed. 


TAX BURDEN IS BRAKE 
ON BUSINESS RECOVERY. 


That is an impossible economic 
condition. Quite apart from every 
man’s own tax assessment, that bur- 
den is a brake on any, return to nop 
mal business activity. Taxes are nah 
in the sweat of every man who labors 
because they are a burden on pro- 
duction and can be paid only by pro- 
duction. If excessive, they are re- 
flected in idle factories, tax-sold 
farms, and hence in hordes of the 
hungry tramping the streets and 
seeking jobs in vain. Our workers 
may never see a tax bill, but they 
pay in deductions from wages, in in- 
creased cost of what they buy, or (as 
new) in broad cessation of employ- 
ment. There is not an unemployed 
man—there is not a seruggling farmer 
——-whose interest in this subject is 
not direct and vital. 

Let me make it perfectly clear, 
however, that if men or women or 
children are starving in the United 
States, 7 regard it as a positive duty 
of government to raise by taxes what- 
ever sum may be necessary to keep 
them from starvation. 

What I am talking about are the 
taxes which go to the ordinary costs 
of conducting government and that 
is where the question of extrava- 
gance comes in. There can be no ex- 
travagance when atarvation is in 
question; but extravagance does ap- 
ply to the mounting budget of the 
federal government in Washington 
during these past four years. 

ALL GOVERNMENT UNITS 


MUST SHARE THE BLAME. 

The most obvious 
travagant government spending is, 
then, its burden on farm and indus- 
trial activity and, for that, nearly 
every government unit in the United 
States is to blame. But when we 
come to consider prodigality and ex- 
travagance in the federal government 
—as distinguished from state or local 
government—we are talking about 
something even more dangerous. For 
upon the financial stability of the 

“United States government depends 

the stability of trade and employ- 
ment, and of the entire banking, sav- 
ing and insurance system of the 
country. 

To make things clear—to explain 
the exact nature of the present con- 
dition of the federal pocketbook, I 
must go back to 1929. 

Many people have believed the 
story which has been painstakingly 
circulated by this administration that 
the routine spending of our federal 


government has been kept on a fairly | 
even keel during these past five years. | 


It was, perhaps, easy to give this im- 


pression because the total outlay each | 


year up to the emergency appropri- 
ations of this year did not increase 
alarmingly. But the joker in this

reduction and lower interest rates 
thereon. On the plain question of 
frugality of management, if we want 
to compare routine government gut- 
lay of 1927 with that for 1931 for 
example, we must subtract this so- 
called “debt service charge” from 
the total budget for both years, If 
we do this, we find that the expen- 
ditures for the business of govern- 
ment in 1927 was $2,187,000.000 and 
in 1931 $3,168,000,000. That, my 
— represents an increase of ac- 
tual administrative spending in those 
four years of approximately one bil- 
lion dollars, or roughly, 50 per cent; 
and that, I may add, is the most reck- 
less and extravagant pace I have been 
able to discover in the statistical rec- 
ord of any peace-time government 
anywhere, any time, 

FACT REVERSES CLAIMS 

OF REPUBLICAN CHIEFS. 


It is an ultimate fact which is the 
exact reverse of the thing announced 
as fact by republican leaders. 

Let me repeat those figures so that 
the whole country can get them clear- 
ly in mind. Léaving out debt serviée 
charges in both instances, the cost 
of carrying on the government's bus- 
iness was $2,187,000,000 in 1927; 
$3,168,000,000 in 1931—an increase 
in four years of one billion dollars. 

That is the story of the spending 
side of the budget; but it is less than 
half of the whole appalling story. 

On the income side of the budget 
the record is worse.. Unlike other 
taxing agencies, the federal govern- 
ment does not levy a direct tax on 
property. Therefore, you don’t have 
to an expert to know that when 
anything happens that violently con- 
tracts sales and incomes and the 
prices of securities and commoii- 
ties, there is sure to be a similar vio- 
lent contraction on federal income 
and that a government charged with 
maintaining the financial stability of 
the United States under all condi- 
tions is under a very solemn duty, in 
such an event, to take immediate 
steys to avoid a deficit. i 

Although six weeks had elapsed 
since the worst economic crash in 
history, the federal budget of De- 
cember, 1929, did not even refer to 
it. It estimated receipts for the 
year ending June 30. 1931, at 4.2 
billions, actually more than they had 
been in the preceding year of eco- 
nomic fantasy—a figure which ob- 
viously could not possibly be at- 
tained without immediate return to 
the exaggerated speculations of 1929. 
The administration advised no econ- 
omy. On the contrary, it proposed 
a reduction of taxes and it blandly 
remarked, “Our finances are in 
sound condition . .. our estimated 
expenditures , . . are well within 
our expected receipts.” 


BILLION LESS 
MELLON. ESTIMATE. 


Against those estimated receipts 
placed at 4.2 billions by Secretary 
Mellon, the sad fact is that actual 
revenue turned out to be 3.3 bil- 
lions—nine hundred million dollars 
less than the estimate—a cool billion 
of overestimating. 

I recite the 1929 federal incident 
to clarify what happened at Wash- 
ington in 19380 and 1931. In De- 
cember of 1930 a new budget ap- 
peared: Vast declines in every form 
of business activity were now crys- 
tallized and certain.. The national] 
income was. in a nose-dive, and it 
was therefore certain that federal 
income was on the verge of a catas- 
trophe. But that new budget of .De- 
cember, 1930, recommended neither 
increased taxes nor decreaséd ex- 
penditure, although upen that rec- 
ommendation depended. the credit 
standing of this ‘country. . The 
budget message of. the president as- 
serted .that the deficit for pyr 
arf 


contained the statements: “Nor do 


_I look with great concern upon this 


moderate deficit,” and, “Our govern- 
ment finances are in a sound con- 
dition.” A _ surplus of $30,000,000 
was estimated for 19382—that is to 
say, the net deficit for the two 
years together was estimated at 
$150,000,000.- Now at this time the 
president and the secretary of the 
treasury had plenty of experience 
with falling tax receipts. 

The astonishing and inescapable 
fact is that no such results as those 
estimated could have been achieved 
without an immediate and complete 
business recovery from the practical 
paralysis then existing. 

In other words, this 1930 budget 
cannot fairly be called an estimate 
at all. It was an extreme hazard 
on the hope of an economic miracle 
—a gamble, if you please—on a 
highly improbable assumption, a 
gamble with your money and mine. 


SOMETHING BESIDES ERROR 
IN THIS KIND OF THING. 


There is somethifg much more 
than mere error in this kind of 
thing. Our people and the world 
are entitled to reasonable accuracy 
and reasonahje prudence, and above 
all they are entitled to complete 
frankness, They have a right and 
a duty to place in retirement those 
who conceal realities and abuse con- 
fidence. 

Remember these simple facts. On 
December 3, 1930, the administra- 
tion of President Hoover estimated 
that on the following June 30 the 
government would have a total deficit 
of $180,000,000, but that during the 
following fiscal year, in other words 
on June 30, 1932, it would have had 
a profit of $30,000,000, thus reduc- 
ing the total deficit by June 30, 
1932, to $150,000.000. 

Now, my friends, I am going to 
give you a real shock. Instead of 
the estimated deficit of $150,000.000. 
the deficit on June 30, 1932, for the 
two fiscal years, was three and three- 
quarters billion dollars. 

No, I fear we cannot call this 
budget an estimate—nor even a fair 
gamble. I don't know what to call 
this kind of representation of that 
kind of fact, but the name certainly 
is not candor. 


Nineteen thirty-one proved to be 
the worst year yet experienced in 
the depression. For my distinguished 
opponent it was the ye: + when all 
his distinctive 1928 economic heresies 
seemed to come home to roost to- 
gether. 


“CALLING THE ROLL” 
ON REPUBLICAN ERRORS. 

Let us call the roll of them. 

(1) The loans to “backward and 
erippled countries,” which he said 
would provide uninterrupted employ- 


ment and industrial activity by ex-' 


panding our export trade no longer 
could be made. 


(2) Retaliation against his mon-

(3) Debtor nations (no longer sus- 
tained by our improvident loans and 
no longer able to export goods) were 
drained of gold for debts ahd, one 
by one, were forced to abandon 
specie payments. 

_ (4) As a direct result of all these 
influences, our export markets dried 
up, our commodity prices slumped 
and our domestic business was de- 
clining at a moré rapid rate? than 
business in some of the backward 
and crippled countries. Usemploey- 
ment also began td rise here:in even

To top this ruin of all these seductive 
1928 theories (which were to bring 
the millenium of abolished poverty) 
‘came the complete collapse the 
1929 and 1930 administrajion fiscal 
policy. ; 

The truth “about the shattering 
effect of all these heming heresies 
began to leak out as the summer of 
1931 advanced. It is my opinion that 
in the conduct of national finances, 
as in the conduct of corporation fi- 
nances, or family budgets, if things 
are not going as well as one had 
hoped, it is far better to face the 
truth than to try to hide it. That is 
why it was far m harmful to the 
nation last autumn, and all through 
this year, to have the facts leak out 
than it would have been to have had 
them boldly and frankly disclosed to 
us when they were actually happen- 
ing. 

BASIS OF CONFIDENCE 
IMPAIRED BY MISTAKES, 


My friends, the result of such a 
combination of disquieting revelations 
was inevitable. The very basis of con- 
fidence in our economic and financial 
structure both here and abroad was 
impaired. A fresh wave of liquida- 
tion ensued. Foreigners “took gold 
back to their now shattered “back- 
ward and crippled countries’—until 
a cool billion had been drawn from 
our reserves. It was the Stygian 
oe to the black business year of 

a 
I emphasize this history because 
our opponents have now become al- 
most frantic in their insistence that 
this entire sequence originated abroad 
—that no American policy was in 
the least to blame, and that to say 
otherwise is what they: call “hideous 
misrepresentation.” The “foreign 
cause’ alibi is like ascribing measles 
to its spots rather than to its char- 
acteristic gerins. 

No, we need not look abroad for 
scapegoats. We had ventured into 
the economic stratosphere on the 
wings of Mr. Hoover's novel, radical 
and unorthodox economic theories of 
1928—the complete collapse of which 
brought the real crash in 1931. The 
Grundy tariff accentuated the drop. 
As hard reality rushed up to meet 
our fall, this administration did not 
see fit to adapt its fiscal policies to 
this inevitable consequence. It is a 
responsibility which no campaign 
alibi can avert, and today the day 
of reckoning is here. 


REPUBLICANS PROTESTING 
ASSESSMENT OF BLAME. 


The recent administration strategy 
in this campaign is a direct appeal 
to public sympathy for their agony 
of Spirit in the dark hours of 19381- 
1932, when retribution for our chas- 
ing after strange economic gods over- 
took us. They protest against any 
assessment of just blame. But they 
protest in vain. , 

I want to say, with all sincerity, 
that I recite, this record with re- 
luctance. No man with a spark of 
humanity can fail to sympathize 
with our responsible leaders in hours 
of crisis. Politics or no politics, I 
pay my tribute to the devotion of 
the president. It is not true to say 
that he has not been unremitting in 
his efforts and I for one have: never 
heard it said. But I do indict his ad- 
ministration for wrong action, for de- 
layed action, and for lack of frank- 
hess and courage. Before the adminis- 
tration partisans complain of this ar- 
raighment, they must. remember that 
‘the American ~ te are now~ about 
to-exercise their- democratic right of 
welf-determination of their own fate 
and future. They must make a choice. 
The administration's. appeal for sym- 
pathy is not based on any frank 
acknowledgement of the failure of 
the policies so clearly portrayed by 
these tragic events. It is, on the con- 
trary, a denial that these principles 
have failed. Indeed, it persists in the 
same course and even presumes to 
ask admiration for the stubborn rug- 
gedness of that persistence. 


SPEAKER SEES DUTY 
IN BARING G. 0. P. ERRORS. 


In such circumstances I shoud 
fail utterly in my duty to the Ameri- 
can people if I did not fearlessly 
portray these errors and link them 
directly to the havoc which they have 
brought and which they threaten to 
continue. 

The autumn of 1931 witnessed, 
then, the complete wreckage of the 
administration program to that date 
—the collapse of its entire economic 
philosophy. The convening of the 72d 
congress last December marked a new 
phase. The president appeared with 
his December, 1931, budget message. 
That was a fateful moment. That 
was the time for an honest demon- 
stration to the world that might 
have set the whole world trend of 
economic events in an upward direc- 
tion or at least checked the decline. 
All that it was necessary to do was 
finally to end the two years of vacil- 
latian and secretiveness—to tell the 
truth to the congress of the United 
States—to rely on it to balance the 
budget and establish American credit 
in the eyes of all the world. 

This administration spécifically ac- 
knowledged the necessity for that. It 
said it was going to balance the 
budget. Then it said it was balanc- 
ing the budget, and finally, it said 
it had balanced the budget, and now, 
months later, it insists that because 
it has balanced the budget, it has 
saved the Gibraltar of world stabil- 
ity and prevented the overthrow of 
our form of government. If all this 
is true the administration has done 
well. If it is not true, then the ad- 
ministration stands convicted of a 
new and fatal trifling with the wel- 
fare of our people and the credit of 
our-country. 

QUOTATIONS TAKEN 
FROM TREASURY STATEMENT. 


Let us not waste words. I now 
quote from the daily treasury state- 
ment at the end of the first quarter 
of the current fiscal year, made three 
weeks ago, on September 30, 1932: 

“Excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts, $402.943,002.” 

For the corresponding quarter of 
last year the deficit was ouly $380.- 
495,584, but at the end of the year 


| 


it was $2,885,000,000, There is there- 
fore strong indication that we are in 
for another staggering deficit. If 
the present rate continues, the true 
deficit as of June 30 next year will 
be over $1,600,000,000; not as large 
as it was in the unprecedented fiscal 
year of 1932, but so great that it 
makes us catch our breath. 

I regret to say that the appeal of 
this administration for applause for 
its soundness and courage last win- 
ter is simply not based on facts. The 
budget is not balanced and the whole 
job must done over again in the 
next session of congress. Who is to 
blame for this new blunder? I can- 
not answer that question better than 
to refer you to the dispassionate re- 
view of the last session of congfess, 
made last Friday by my running 
mate, the speaker of the house, John 
Garner. 

CONCEALMENT, VACILLATION 
LAID TO REPUBLICANS. 


No one who will take the trouble 
to read that speech will doubt that 
the patriotic determination of a will- 
ing congress to balance this budget at 
any cost was frustrated by the same 
kind of concealment and vacillation 
that produced the staggering deficits 
of the years ending , peal 30, 1931, 
and 1932. It is very clear that, un- 
der repeated insistence that the 
budget was being balanced, congress 
gave our treasury—without hesita- 
tion or limit—every cent of revenue 
it asked for and that, at the end, the 
administration assured congress and 
the country that the task had. been 
accomplished. ' 

I have already shown how unre- 
liable these constant assurances are. 
It is not seemly to conjecture mo- 
tives but I think it is fair to say 
the whole record of administration 
policy in the last four years reveals 
that it has been afraid to trust the 
people of the United States with the 
true facts about their affairs. That 
is a fundamental error which shows 
unfamiliarity with the true basis of 
American character. 

While the president claims that he 
did finally recommend new taxes, I 
fear that this courage came two 
years too late and in far too scanty 
measure. It explains “prosperity 
around the corner.” It explains two 
complete concealments of deficits and 
the insufficiency of the action taken 
last winter. It is an error of weak- 
ness and an error which I assure you 
I shall not make. : 

DOUBLE EVIL SEEN 
IN FEDERAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Our federal extravagance and im- 

rovidence bears a double evil: 

irst, our people and our business 
cannot carry its excessive burdens of 
taxation ; second, our credit structure 
is impaired by the unorthodox federal 
finaneing made necessary by the un- 
precedented magnitude of these defi- 
cits, The latter is the more technical 
but to my mind the more immediately 
dangerous evil and at the risk of 
being tedious to many of my audi- 
ence, 1 want to ask their indulgence 
while I talk, for a moment, straight 
to our financiers. a 

Instead of financing the billion- 
dollar deficit of 1931 in the regular 
way, our government simply absorbed 
that much of the lending capacity 
of banks and by so much impaired 
the credit available for business, In 
that year the amount of government 
obligations held by our banks in- 
creased by a little more than one 
billion dollars. ‘ 

You know as well as I do that 
this administration’s claims that it 
has provided credit for industry and 
agriculture by pouring credit into 
banks are not frank. Commercial 
credit has continuously contracted 
and is contracting now. Most of 
this new government-created credit 
has been taken to finance the gov- 
ernment’s continuing deficits. 
DEFICITS BEING FINANCED 


BY BANKS OF NATION, 


The truth is that our banks are 
financing these stupendous deficits 
and that the burden is absorbing 
their resources. All this is highly 
undesirable and wholly unnecessary. 
It arises from one cause only and 
that is the unbalanced budget and 
the continued failure of this adminis- 
tration to take effective steps to bal- 
ance it. If that budgét had been 
fully and honestly balanced in 1930, 
as it could have peen, some of the 
1931 collapse would have been avoid- 
ed. Even if it had been balanced in 
1931, as it could have been, much 
of the extreme dip in 1932 would 
have been obviated. Our financial 
men know the unnecessary muddle 
that has accumulated and is still ac- 
cumulating in Washington. 


Now how can we continue to coun.- | 
In all! 


tenance such a condition? 
conscience, can an administration 
which has so frequently failed in a 
matter so directly touching your own 
responsibilities ask for your support 
and trifle with your common sense 
by these campaign alibis about mys- 
terious foreign forces and this spe- 
cious talk about sound fiscal policies 
and administration? Would it not 
be infinitely better to clear this 
whole subject of obscurity—to pre- 
sent the facts squarely to the con- 
gress and the people of the United 
States and secure the one sound foun- 
dation of permanent economic recov- 
ery—a complete and honest balance 
of the federal budget? In all earnest- 
ness I leave the answer to your com- 
mon sense and judgment. 

RURDEN OF MISMANAGEMENT 
FALLS UPON PEOPLE. 

The other bad effect on this fiscal 
mismanagement is not at all techni- 
cal. It is the burden of high cost 
on the backs of all our people. I 
can state the condition best by quot- 
ing one paragraph from a document 
published a week ago and signed by 
both Alfred E. Smith and Calvin 
Coolidge: 

“All the costs of local, state and 
national government must be reduced 
without fear and without favor. Un- 
less the people, through unified ac- 
tion, arise and take charge of their 
government they will find that their 
government has taken charge of them. 
Independence and liberty will be gone 
and the general public will find it- 
self in a condition of servitude to an 
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_ out a complete change of concept of 


aggregation of organized and selfish! 
minorities.” 

Every word of that warning is 
true and the first and most impor- 
tant and necessitous step’in balanc- 
ing our federal budget is to reduce 
expense. . 

The air is now full of republican 
death-bed: repentance on the subject 
of economy, but we must look deep- 
er than these  eleventh-hour pro- 
nouncements. You cannot go ~ery far 
with any real federal economy with- 


what are the proper functions and 
limits, of the federal government 
itself, 

Perhaps.we can get some glimpse 
of the president's underlying idea 
about the federal government from 
his 1928 speeches. He proposed, you 
remember, “a new thing in govern- 
ment.” He says he “reorganized the 
department of commerce on a great- 
er scale than has ever been attempt- 
ed or achieved by any government 
in the world.” In his book, “The 
New Day,” he says, “a nation which 
is spending ninety billions a year can 
well afford a few hundred million 
for a workable program.” 

I could Zo on quoting for a good 
many minutes, but perhaps the point 
could be made clearer by recalling 
that the department of commerce 
went through even the heavy war 
strain on about 13 millions a year. 
When Mr. Hoover left it. it was 
spending 39 millions and for 1933 
it is estimated it will spend 43 mil- 
lions. It is now housed in what is 
facetiously called in Washington the 
“temple of fact finding,” which cost 
the people considerably more than 
the capitol of the United States. 


CENTRALIZATION IDEA 
BLAMED FOR HIGH COSTS. 


That record may explain the 50 
per cent increase in government over- 
head in four years, 1927-1931, and I 
am sure that the whole group of 
quotations reveal why you can never 
expect any important economy from 
this administration. It is committed 
to the idea that we ought to center 
control of everything in Washington 
as rapidly as possible. That wag the 
idéa that increased government cost 
by a billion in four years, Now, ever 
since the days of Thomas Jeltsiece: | 
that has been the exact reverse of 
the democratic concept—which is to 
permit Washington to take from the 
states nothing more than is neces- 
sary to keep abreast of the march 
of our changing economic situation. 

In the latter philosophy and not 
in the philosophy of Mr. Hoover 
(which I think is responsible for so 
much of our trouble) I shall ap- 
proach the problem of carrying out 
the plain precept of our party, 
which is to reduce the cost of the 
current federal government opera- 
tions by 25 per cent. 

Of course that means a complete 
realignment of the unprecedented 
bureaucracy that has assembled in 
Washington in the past four years. 
I am no stranger to Washington. I 
knew it as first-hand during the ad- 
ministrations of Theodore Roosevelt 
and William H. Taft. I served in 
Washington for seven and a half 
years during the Wilson administra- 
tion. I have some familiarity with 
the psychology of the administra- 
tion of the national government. 
More than that, I have conducted 
for four years the administrative and 
executive affairs and the policies of 
a state that has 13,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Now, I am going to didclose to 
you a definite personal conclusion 
which I adopted the day after I was 
nominated in Chicago. Here it is: 
Refore any man enters my cabinet he 
must give me a twofold pledge of— 

1. Absolute lovalty to the demo- 
cratic platform and especially to. its 
economy plank. 

2. Complete co-operation with me 
looking to economy and reorganiza- 
tion in his department. 

I regard reduction in federal spend- 
ing as one of te most important 


yr west and have been subsequent- 
y frequenthy quoted. I said: 

“I do not see how, as a matter of 
practical sense, a government run- 
ning behind two billion dollars an- 
nually can consider the anticipation 
of bonus payment until it has a bal- 
anced budget, not only on paper but 
with a surplus of cash in the 
treasury.” . 

No one, for political purposes or 
otherwise, has the right in the ab- 
sence of explicit statement from me 
to assume that my views have 
changed. They have not. So much 
for another effort by republican 
leaders to preach an unwarranted 
gospel of fear and panic to the 
American electorate. 

I have sought to make two things 
clear: First, that we can make sav- 
ings by reorganization of existing 
departments, bY eliminating funce- 
tions, by abolishing many ef the in- 
numerable boards and commissions 
which over a long period of years 
have grown up as excrescences on 
the regular system. These savings 
ean properly be made to total many 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
year. . 

Secondly, I hope that it will not 
be necessary to increase the present 
scale of taxes, and I call definite at- 
tention to the fact that as soon as 
the democratic platform pledge is 
enacted into legislation modifying the 
Volstead act, a source of new revenue 
amounting to several hundred mil- 
lions of dollars a year will be made 
available toward the balancing of the 
budget. 

I refer specifically to a federal tax 
on beer which would be raised 
through the sale of beer in those 
states and those states only which by 
state law allow the sale of beer. At 
the same time I reiterate the simple 
language of the democratic platform 
which opposes the return of the sa- 
loon, as follows: 

“We urge the enactment of such 
measures by the several states as will 
actually promote temperance, effec- 
tively prevent the return of the sa- 
loon and bring the liquor traffic into 
the open under complete supervision 
and control by the state.” 


URGES BALANCED BUDGET, 
BUT RELIEF COMES FIRST. 


The above two categorical state- 
ments are aimed at a definite bal- 
ancing of the budget. At the same 
time, if starvation and dire need on 
the part of any of our citizens make 
necessary the appropriation of addi- 
tional funds which would keep the 
budget aut of balance, I shall not 
hesitate to tell the American people 
the full truth and recommend to 
them the expenditure of this addi- 
tional amount. 

My friends, these have been un- 
healthy years for prophets and I 
hasten to disclaim that role. But 
one thing I know. A powerful cause 
contributing to economic disaster has 
been this inexcusable fiscal adminis- 
tration and the obscurity and uncer- 
tainty that has attended and grown 
eut of it. There it remains for all to 
sée—a veritable cancer in the body 
politic and economic. Is it prophecy 
to assure you that if we remove this 
destructive growth we shall move on 
to better things? 

To my mind this is so plain and 
persuasive as scarcely to be open to 
argument. As I said in the begin- 
ning, this is the one field in which 
biisiness is wholly in the grip of 
government. 

By the same token, it is the one . 
field where government can make the 
greatést possible present contribution 
to recovery. To this contribution I 
here pledge the utmost of my faith 
and my ability. I am as certain as 
mortal man can be certain of any- 
thing in the future that from the mo- 
ment that we set our hands openly 
and frankly and courageously to this 
problem, we shall have reached. the 
end of our long, hard, downward road 
and shall have started on the upward 
trail. We shall have built for eco- 
homié¢ recovery a firm footing, on a 
path throad, true and straight. Join 
me and “‘let’s go!”

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—()—The 
appraisal commission sent to .the far 
east by seven Protestant denomina- 
tions which donate $15,000,000 an- 
nually to mission ‘work reported to- 
day that its survey: showed subsidy of 
mission churches by home churches 
had introduced “an element of com- 
mercialisng into the very inner courts 
of the church.” 

Today's report was one of a series 
being issued by the. commission: on 
its findings concerning mission condi- 


tions. in China, Japan, India and 
urma. 
“It is doubtful whether any single 


thing.” it read, “has brought weak- 


‘ness in life and morale to thé mis- 


sionary church to the” same extent 
that the payment of foreign subsidies 
has done. 

“It has introduced an element of 
commercialism into the very inner 
courts of the church. 

“It bas tended to neidbed parasites, 
it has cut the nerve of forward movy- 
ing adventure on the part of those 
who should have been the leaders of 
the indigenous church, and it has oft- 
en given an undue influence to the 
missionaries who dispensed it.” 

The commission acknowledged that 
in “solitary cases” subsidies have been 
“a blessing,” but it added the opinion 
that no church in any land will .be 
robust and virile until it supports it- 
self out of its own resources through 
its own endeavors. 


“The new Christian groups will of | 


course need an early period of nur- 


ture by leaders from ‘near-by 
churches,” the report continued, “and 
they must have visits from the offi- 
cials or laymen who live within reach 
of their area, but when community 
groups begin life as organized 
churches they should expect to stand 
on their own feet.”

TEXTILE AND PLANS 
UFFERED BY COFFIN 


NEW YORK, Oct. 
Howard Coffin, of the advisory com- 
mission of the war-time council of 
national defense, advocated before 
the seventh annual convention of the 
Cotton Textile Institute today “in- 
dustrial co-operation with teeth im 
it” as a solntion for the troubles of 
the cotton industry. 

Citing the benefits that have come 
to the automotive industry since 1915 
following co-operative agreements. 
Coffin said that “the way out of the 
economic doldrums of the eotton in- 
dustry is even more effective § and 
whole-hearted co-operation than has 
yet been directed by the industry’s 
problems.”

EXTRA SESSION URGED 
FOR COMMON SCHOOLS 


BAXLEY, Ga., Oct. 19.—()—An 
extra session of the legislature to pro- 
vide funds for operation of common 
schools and payment of teachers’ sal- 
aries has been asked of Governor-des- 
ignate Eugene Talmadge by the Ap- 
pling County Teachers’ Association. 

The resolution, made public by C. 
E, Padgett, county school superin- 
tendent, made the request for the ex- 
tra session contingent upon approval 
at the general election of the proposed 
constitutional amendment which would 
make Talmadge's term of office begin 
January 1 instead of next June. The 
amendment also would provide for a 
brief session of the legislature at that 
time for organization and introduction 
of bills. 

The teachers asked Talmadge him- 
self to frame a legislative proposal 
which would provide the funds with- 
out levying additional taxes. 

“We make this request,” the resolu- 
tion said, “on account of the fact that 
schools are now run in the rural sec- 
tions for short periods of time an- 
nually, and the teachers are unable to 
get their pay .. . and when checks 
or warrants are issued they have to 
resort to all sorts of financing and 
discounting to get either trade or cash 
for such checks as may be given them, 
thereby entailing great loss to them 
of their small salary that they are 
paid.”

Although defensive bidding by the 
opponents very often tends to inter- 


rupt. the line of communication be- 
tween you and your partner, it can 
also very often be used to-your advan- 
tage in reaching the proper game or 
part-score contract. The fact that 
the opponents have made a. Defen- 
sive bid will very frequently .enable 
you to draw more delicate and pre- 


cise inferences as to your partners)

Free bids by the better Contract 
players are never made with doubtful 
or shaded holdings. If I, as your part- 
ner, open the bidding with one spade, 
Second Hand bids two hearts, and 
you now bid two spades, I will know 
that your hand definitely contains one 
full Raise for my spade bid, and pos- 
sibly a little more. had opened

Nat- 
urally, I would not take your Raise 
too seriously, and would take into 
consideration that you might have a 
minimum or even a shaded holding— 
that is, unless you took further ac- 
tion later. But the fact that the op- 
ponents have now put in an Over- 
call, which enables you to pass, since 
the bidding will come around to me 
again, allows me to place ‘greater 
faith in any free Raise or free ‘Take- 
out that you may choose to insert at 
this point. 

Certain Contract players bid on 
only one basis—that is, they contin- 
ually try to overcall the opponents 
and secure the final declaration for 
their side. Bidding of this kind 1s 
based on a faulty major premise. 
When I open the bidding and the 
opponent on my left overcalls, the as- 
sumption is that we are the attack- 
ing side for the time being and that 
we hold the balance of power. There- 
fore, there is absolutely no reason 
for my partner to give me a shaded 
Raise merely for the purpose of over- 
calling the opponents, as he is only 
giving me faise information and is 
taking the control away from 
hand which should have the control 
—namely, the Opening bidder's. He 
may force me to carry the bidding too 
high—his bid may bring the bidding 
to such a level where I cannot show 
my other suit—or he may stop ‘me 
from making a Takeout Double. which 
his hand would be justified in per- 
mitting to stand, and thereby secur- 
ing a large penalty. If I open tlie 
bidding and Second Hand passes, I 
naturally want my partner to strain 
a point to keep the bidding open for 
me and he will do so with mans 
doubtful holdings, merely to give me 
another chance. But these same Re- 
sponding Hands, which I expect to 
give me a chance with no interven- 
ing bid, are immediately released from 
the obligation of bidding when Sec- 
ond Hand overcalls.

Greatest Golfer Appoint- 
ed Temporary Receiver 
for Baseball Club. 


By Jimmy Jones. 
Robert Tyre Jones Jr., who won 
all the major golf titles the world 
had to offer, yesterday found himself 
with a basehall club on his hands 
when he was designated temporary 
receiver for the defunct * Atlanta 
Baseball & Amusement Company in 
Fulton county superior court. 

Thus the map who entered the 
baseball field in 1930 because of civic 
oy and interest in a winning base- 

ll club to represent this city in 
the Southern association, became sole 
custodian of $500,000 worth of bonds, 
secured by the property known as 
Spiller’s field, the club franchise and 
player contracts. 

Proceedings brought by the Trust 
Company of Georgia, trustee for the 
bondholders, resulted in the appoint- 
ment of Jones by Judge E. E. Pom- 
eroy to take over and manage all 
assets of the amusement company. 
Jones was placed under. $5,000 bond. 
He also issued a temporary order re- 
straining “any and al] persons from 
interfering with the receiver’s pos- 
session and administration of the 
assets.” 

It was alleged in the petition, filed 
by John S. Sibley, of the law firm 
of Spalding, McDougall & Sibley, that 
interest on the bonds had been de- 
faulted by the amusement company 
on January 1 and July 1 and that un- 
der indenture, all bonds outstanding, 
amounting to $300,000 with interest, 
should be declared in default and 
foreclosed. 

Both Jones and L. W. Rebert Jr.., 
defunct company, 
were inclined to view the proceedings 
as the “only way out” of a bad situa- 
tion and the ultimate salvation of the 
club. They intimated simultaneously 
that things had become so involved 
through unforeseen circumstances that 
all efforts of the amusement company 
at salvaging the club had proved 
futile. 

Robert lauded what he termed the 
splendid management under the utmost 
difficulties of the club’s affairs dur- 
ing the 1932 season by F. H. (Chick) 
Roos, business manager of the Crack- 
ers, and D. I. (Red) Barron, manager. 
A statement by Jones advanced the 
hope of perfecting a set-up which will 
assure a representative team for At- 
lanta and added his appointment as 
receiver had no connectien between, 
the old regime and the new, saving 
that, as receiver, he would do every- 
thing possible to restore baseball in 
this city. 

The Coca-Cola company was the 
aay bondholder for the baseball 
club, owning $300,000 first mortgage 
bonds upon which foreclosure was filed 
by Sibley. 

Following are respective statements 
made by Jones and Robert following 
the action yesterday: 

“We will begin immediately our efforts 
to perfect a set-up which will assure a 
representative baseball team for Atlanta 
next season. It will be our aim to interest 
parties capable in baseball matters and 
able to supply the necessary financial 
strength. My appointment as receiver does 
not indicate any contection between the 
old regime and the new except that we are

strength.”’ 


““With reference to the receivership of 
Atlanta Baseball & Amusement Company. 
the officers and directors of this company 
have realized for some time that receirer- 
ship was inevitable, since being unable to 
pay bond interest on $300,000 of bonds 
due on July 1, together with our team 
standing at the time. 

‘The bondholders were so notified and 
they have graciously allowed us to operate 
since that time, also assisting by the put- 
ting up of additional cash during the latter 
part of the 1932 season, so as to keep our 
team in the field. 

“Prior to that time your officers and di- 

rectors had advanced $35,000 of additiona! 
cash without security of any kind in an 
effort to keep things going. They stand to 
lose all of this, aléng with the original 
investment. of about $75,000. which they 
made as a civic matter when they went into 
the enterprise as a group with R. J. Spiller 
in 1930. 
“The officers and directors of the com- 
pany began to realize very early, soon after 
the start of the 1930 season when they 
had taken charge, that very radical changes 
would have to be made if ever a success 
was to be made of this enterprise. The 
new officers and directors put in additional 
money at that time and started as rapidly 
as possible to make definite changes. 

“Tt is most unfortunate that the tangled 
affairs of the company and the changes 
necessary had to come during times like 
the present. In my opinion the receivership 
is the best thing that could possibly hap- 
pen to the baseball situation in Atlanta. 

‘“‘A clean financial slate together with a 
new official baseball set-up would mean 
successful baseball for Atlanta. We still 
have the best baseball team in“the Southern 
league and our patrons and community only 
need a reasonable amount of encouragement 
to back Atlanta's team to the limit. We 
can only speak in the highest of the ma¢- 
nificent way Red Barron, as manager, and 
Chick Roos. as business manager, have han- 
dled the affairs of the company and the 
management of the team during the last 
season. They have worked under well nigh 
impossible conditions, never losing their spir- 
its and putting forth their best efforts. We 
feel they have pared the way for a reviral 
of interest if nn amg affairs can be 
roperly straichten out.

“The decline in gate reccipts for 
the big games likely will lead to fur- 
ther reduction.of prices,” William J 
Bingham, Harvard's director of ath- 
letics, told the Associated Press. 

“It is possible a solution wil] be 
found in establishing a wider range 
ot prices for the major contests, the 
top price for which now is $4, plus 
tax, less than it was a year ago. 

The situation at Harvard. where the 
attendance up to and including the ad- 
vance sale for thts Saturday's game 
with Dartmouth shows a falling off 
ih excess of 30 per cent, is echoed else- 
where in nation-wide reports gathered 
today by the Associated Press, 

IG TEN OFF. 

In the Big Ten, where attendance 
is estimated to be off from 20 to 30 
+ cent, Chicago, Minnesota and Ohio 

tate already have taken steps to pro- 
vide cheaper seats. The price was cut 
to $1 in the curved end section for 
last Saturday’s Minnesota-Nebraska 
game at Minnesota. 

Season tickets at Chicago are 
priced’ at $5 for six games as com- 
pared with $13 last season. The fall- 
ing off in big game attendance is re- 
flected in a turnout of only 22,000 
for the Northwestern-Illinois game, as 
compared with 60,000 at Champaign 
two years ago, and 42,000 for Ohio 
State-Michigan, as compared with a 
normal 75, 

e Universities of Colorado and 
Denver have slashed prices and ban- 
ned radio broadcasting in the Rocky 
Mountain area, where reports show a 
drop of around 10 to 15 per cent in 
attendance, 

Tennessee plans to cut admission 
prices outside the midfield zones as 
the result of a 30 per cent drop. Co- 
lumbia has found New York fans re- 
ceptive to a bargain scale of prices 
for reserved seats, tried out last Sat- 
urday, and will continue the experi- 
ment. 

No further price cuts are planned 
in the Southwest conference, where 
such crowds as 23,000 for the Texas- 
Oklahoma game at Dallas and an ad- 
vance sale of 21,000 for the Texas- 
Rice contest this week at Houston 
have encouraged athletic directors to 
believe competitive inducements will 
bring out normal attendance. 

WEST HOLDS OWN, 

Decreases in the Pacific Coast con- 
ference have been relatively “slight,” 
the reports say, due to the balancing 
influence of a third increase in at- 
tendance at Stanford’s games. Be- 
tween 65,000 and 80,000 are expected 
to see the Indians play Southern Cal- 
ifornia at Palo Alto this Saturday. 

Southern California’s reports show 
the Trojans are holding their own so 
far at the gate. The University of 
California has experienced a drop of 
less than 10 per cent and Washing- 
ton about the same. St. Mary's shows 
a* decline of 25 per cent. 

Decreases have been general in the 
Big Six and Southern conferences, as 
well as throughout the east, but there 
are some encouraging signs in scat- 
tered reports, 

Poor weather affected the turnouts 
for several big Southern games last 
week, North Carolina State, mean- 
while, reports a slight increase while 
South Carolina and Georgia Tech 
athletic directors declare attendance 
is about the same, even though gate 
receipts have fallen off as a result of 
lower prices. 

Yale's figures are considerably be- 
low 1931 and the big bowl at New 
Haven is not expected to have its 
usual sellout for the Army game this 
Saturday. Pennsylvania, however, as 
well as Princeton and Columbia have 
benefited at the gates from the effect 
of better performances by their teams.

Talmadge Pledges Economy. 

The governor-designate in his brief 
address stressed the fact that his ad-

Citing the case of a family 
with which he is personally acquaim- 
et he pointed out that from rentals 
obtained from a small house the fami- 
ly owns the family cannot meet its 
obligations on the house and pay the 
taxes as well. 

“Taxes must and will come down and 
we will bring them down if we have 
the assistance of this committee in 
gaining support for our program,’ 
Talmadge said. 

Other addresses on the program 
were made by Governor Richard B. 
Russell Jr., Senator J. 8S. Cohen, 
Lawrence Camp, former chairman of 
the committee; Mrs. J. R. Terrell, of 
Greenville, president of the Roosevelt 
Highway Association; Edgar Watkins 
Jr., treasurer of the Georgia division 
of the Roosevelt Business and Profes- 
sional League: Mrs. Edgar. Alexander, 
democratic national committeewomaa, 
and Hugh Howell, chairman of «he 
new committee, who presided. All of 
the speakers, save Governor-designate 
Talmadge, confined their addresses to 
the national campaign and told the 
committee they felt that Georgia would 
roll up its greatest democratic major- 
ity in behalf of the Roosevelt-Garner 
ticket. 

Resolution Hits G. 0. P. 

A resolution severely criticising the 
republican party for the present plight 
of the nation was unanimously ap- 
proved amid cheers.

SMITH OFFERS PLAN 
TO SUPER FARMERS 


South Carolina Senator | 
Would Have U. S. Buy 10,- 
000,000 Bales of Cotton. 


COLUMBIA, §&. C.. Oet. 19.—(P) | 
A plan for eliminating 10,000.000 | 
bales of cotton “from the present sup- | 
ply” by government purchase and_re- 
ducing 1935 production by that 
amount to give growers “at least a 
reasonable hope of prosperity” was | 
announced here today by Senator E. | 
D. Smith. 

The veteran South Carolina sena- | 
tor, a recognized authority on cotton. | 
said he would introduce at the next | 
session of congress a bill to appropri- 
ate $500,000,000 for this purpose, 
“and,” he said, “I have every reason 
to believe the incoming congress will 
pass this act before the new year.” 

Under his plan the government 
would buy 10,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton at current prices, sell it to farm- 
ers on time, and “retire it from the 


market.” The farmers would sign en- 
forceable contracts to cut their 1933 
production by the amount of cotton 
they purchased. 

When the government disposed of 
the cotton, it would deduct the pur- 
chase prices and reasonable overhead 
charges and give the balance to the 
farmers. 

By the plan, Senator Smith said, 
“we will have eliminated’ the sur- 


ply in 1933.” He added that billions 
had been used by the government to | 
aid large corporations and he saw | 
no reason why the amount he pro- | 


| posed should not be appropriated to 
‘aid the farmers. |
